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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 15 repeats a limitation of claim 9, therefore it does not 
further limit the invention of claim 9. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 1-11, and 14-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Kimura et al, 5,651 ,724. Please see columns 5 line 30 through 7 line 7. 
If not expressly disclosed, it is inherent that the pressure on the inner region of the 
wafer can be controlled to be less than the pressure on the periphery of the wafer, 
dependent on the polishing effects desired. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kimura et al, 724. 724 do not disclose that the polishing pad or the wafer is held 
stationary. One of ordinary skill in the art, recognizing that there must be relative 
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movement between the pad and the workpiece to polish the workpiece, would have 
considered it obvious to hold either the pad or the workpiece stationary, while rotating 
the dther of the pad or the workpiece, to ensure relative motion, as one of several 
options in creating relative motion. 

Response to Arguments 
5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant argues that Pasch et al, '692, do not disclose a first force greater than the 
second force applied to the wafer, the first force on the periphery of the wafer. The 
examiner agrees. Please refer to the new grounds above. It is noted that originally 
presented claim 15 limited the first force to being greater than the second force. As the 
amended claims now contain this limitation, and as it is not a new issue, this action in 
made non-final to allow applicants opportunity to respond.
